At Dublin crowds stood for hotrsin the pouring rain in the 
toost orderly manner awaiting the opening of the Mansion House for 
tha momentous session of Dail Eireann, this being the first meeting 
since the election of a Parlisment. The gathering sat in the histarie 

' Rovad Room, with Parnell’s portrait hung above the Spesker'schair. 
Two thousand were prespnt, apart from members of Dail Elreann. 
Tha balcony round the room was packed with men and women 
standing and sitting. The front portion of the floor was reserved. 
Members were accommodated on green leather benches with 
gorgeously upholstered divans and settees. All sprang to their feet 
cheering wildly when Mr. De Valera and the members of the Cabinet 
entered. A deat silence fell when Mr. O'Kelly, recently returned 
from abroad, took the Speaker's chair. The Chaplain read prayers 
in Irish, and the roll-eal! evoked fresh enthusiasm. The House 
adjourned after electing the Speaker and Deputy Speaker.

‘Mr. De Valera, addressing Dail Eireann, reiterated Ireland’s, 
claim to veparation from Britain, and said that the only Government 
the people recognised was the Ministry of Dail Eireann, 
: He further said that Dail Eireann’s reply, which the British 
Government intended to make. an issue of peace or war, would be 
discussed at a private session. There would be another pablic 
session when the,reply was ready. Mr. De Valera declared that 
they could only deat with a foreign Power on the basis of the 
Republic.

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ENORMOUS SHORTAGE IN RUSSIA. 


“Most Terrible Visitation for Centuries.” 
_ ( Reauter’s Service.) aes 
. London, August 16. 

Ta the House of Commons, Mr. Lioyd ‘Goorge said thas tha 
Russian famixe was the movt terrible visitatiad of Ecrope or the 
world for genturies. The British trade representative “at Moscow 
had telegraphed that thirty-five millions require relief. Inhabitants 
cf the famine districts are fleeing in massez,'and appear to-be doomed 
to annihilation. Pareots are abandoning childred to their fate. Mfr. 
Lioyd George added that it was almost impossible to know: what to 
do. Supplies, especially medical, were wanted to avert from Europe 
pestilence on a gigantic scale. Suggestions for reltef by private 
organisations were most valuable, bot the catastrophe was 0 appall- 
ing as to demand greas international effort. 

,  Themain problem in Rossia was transport. the refusal of the 
peasants to give up corn exrept in return for commodities aod 
Organisation of the famine area. The Soviet Government well kraw 
that the supplies which would induce the peasants to part with| 
graio must come from outside, but it was impossible to ‘gek auch 
supplies unless the Sovies Government recognised the obligations 
for supplies already sent to Russia. They would thus restore 
confidence to ths tradieg community. and make them feel that they 
could send gooda without danger of future confiscation, ,

Beater’s correspondent bas mentioned® that interest is being 
displayed in official quarters as regards direct participation of the 
Dominions at the Disarmament Conference. He says it is known 
that President Harding is personally anxious that the Dominions 
should play a full part a3 additional delegates ro the representatives 
of Eritain’s interests. The administration wish to limit the various 
delegations to six in order not to avold unwieldy nambers, but ther 
opine that this'will enable Britain to include two general representa- 
tives, one each for Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and Seuth 
Africa. It is opined that the anxiety of Washingten to welcome the 
Dominion delegates is probably dua to the hope and expectation that 
thair policiea regarding Far Eastern questions will be found in 
accord with those of the Harding Cabine:. ‘ 


A Riga telegram states that Moscow papers report that the 
Bolshevists are considering a proposal to summon a Pacific Con- 
ference in opposition to the Washingt:n one.

; Many inequalities are still to be noted in Japan's 
industrial development. Even in the diwellings of the poor 
on the lonely hillside the oil-lamp has been superseded by 
“the electric globe. due to Japan's natural facilities for 
hydro-electric power, and the towns contain any number of 
factories equipped with up-to-date machinery, but a few 
miles away agriculturists may still be seen tilling the fields

On the whole, though, there is.no room for question 
about Japan's progress. It has brought its problems, too.

Hongkong’s Finances. 


A very interesting report on 
the ffnances of the Colony for 
last yeac bas just been issued by 
tbe Governmen:’.” It has heen 
compiled by the Hon. Colonia 
Treasurer and shows tnaf the 
revenue exceeded the expendi- 
tare by just over $200,000. That 
is"a welcome change to the year 
1919 when the Colony’s business 
was run at a loss of nearly a 
million and a half dollars. The 
three previous years were run Bt 
a profit and on December 3lst. 
last the Colons’s surptus balance 
amounted to nearly five millions. 
We have heard a lot about the 
Government's finances of late 
and the efforts that have been 
made to increase the revenue 
show that money is flowing out 
pretty freaty. The revenue from 
the Opiam Monopoly last year fell 
away by $1,582,019 and wd’ all 
know that a farther decrease is 
expected to be shown at the end 
of the current year. The last 
financial statement published io 
the Government Gazette revealed 
the fact thet nearly every 
Government Department Js 
spending more money apart al- 
together from any of the. special 
schemes ot public improvement 
that were sanctioned ‘at the 
Badgot meeting held last autumn. 
Thera is s fear that we are living 
up to the very limit of our income, 
if not beyond it. The Govern- 
ment should exercise’ the great- 
est care ‘in its expenditare for 
ordinsry purposes, because it 


to learn that a new and complete 
electric lighting plant has been 
installed at the theatre, so there 
will be no cause.to complain of 
the ‘The Light that Failed” io 
future. ‘ .

Our Canton correspondents5ays 
that the capture of Kweilin city 
is confirmed, the commanderand 
his immediate followers having 
fled The remainder of the forces, 
about 1,300 strong, bave been 
captured. General Lau Chac- 
wan, who was the first Kwangsi 
commander to come over to the 
Cantonese side early on in the 
fighting, has been ordered to 
reorganise the whole of the 
Kwangsi forces into a division. 
He has beea appointed the com- 
mander of the Kwangsi army 
that will assist in the attack on 
the north. , 

Information basleaked through 
from the palace of President Spn 
Yat-sen that he intends to remore 
his beadquarters from Canton ta 
Changsha—at least the matter is 
under discussion. It is proposed 
that ten divisions, drawn from 
Kwangtung, Hunam, Yunnan 
and Kiangsi, will march north 
wards along five different routes 
and will concentrate on Wuchang 
and Hankow. How to push the 
expedition farther north will then 
be considered. Itis not expected 
that President Sun will move his 
quarters until sometime during 
October. 

THE CENTRAL SITUATION.
